Report of the Mayor 



Dec. 31, 1920. 

To ihe Ciiizcn.H of ihe City of Eutland: 

I hereby stibinit, for your consideration, my second ammal 
I'L-port as JIayor of the City of Rutland for the year ending 
Dec. 31, 1920. 

It has been my endeavor, working with the members of the 
City CoTinoil, to conduct the aifairs of our City for the best 
interests of the people and I have given a lot of time to this 
office. 

Tlii-ough the efforts of o\ir City Treasurer in placing the 
new Armory and Street bonds at par, we saved the city some 
$5,700.00. Om- bonded indebtedness, as you will see by our 
Treastu'er's report, wim increased $104,000.00, tliia being broucfht 
about hy the i^rmory Bonds of $114,000.00 and the Street im- 
provement bonds of $50,000.00, both of which were voted by the 
people and approved by the City Council. At the same time, 
wi> ha\c retlnoed the bonded indebtedness as follows ; 

General appropriation to sinking fund $8,000 00 

School Bonds paid from general fund .... 2,000 00 
Sinking fimd earnin gs 15,784 1 1

This ammmt deducted from the $164,000.00 ne^' bonds would 
leave the net new bonded indebtedness as $lS8,215.8n. Wo 
^vere also able to close the year's business witb a cash balance of 
$48,722.42 from our Armory and Street improvement bonds 
and a ,?a.sh balance from the general accounts of $14,02n.49. 

T will not go into any detail of the receipts or expenditures 
of the different departments, as this is shown in the report of 
your Treasurer. You will notice in this report, that we are one

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oi the cities, if not the only one, that has lived within our ap- 
j.j'Oiii'iation and has not overdrawn the amount we I'ecoive i'rotu 
cnr Taxes. Our tax rate ol $2.50 is the lowest of any city in 
Vei'inont, some places running as high as $5.40, the average 
lax rate of the cities iiud towns of Vermont being about $<i.l7. 

PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 

The past year has been one of the hartlest years for any 
Mayor to aecomplLsh anywhere near what he stai'ted out to do, 
with the shortage of labor and the high prices of material. I 
I'ealize we haycn't done a wliole lot or what avp had planned to 
do, hut ha\^e tried to do all we eould with the money we had to 
do with. The work on "Wales and "West StreeK did not go along 
as fast as we woidd lilte to have seen it, but the eontraetoi's 
were not all to blame, as the labor trouble and inateiial held 
Ihem badv. If they had been able to have ufotten the nuiterial 
they expected to use on the West Street sewer, the work would 
hiive gone much faster and West Sti'eet would have been com- 
pleted by Nov. 1st. The West Stref^t seive)* was an expensive 
pieee of work, but, in the long run, it will be a great benefit to 
this section of oui' city as the old sewers were jn wor.se eoudi- 
tion thaii we expected to find them, besides being nhout one-half 
ihe size of the new sewers. We have tried to see that all the 
midergi'ound work was taken care of before la>nnir the new 
paTement. T think the public will bo well pleased with this 
pavement when the work is completed and cleaned up. This

Report of the Commissioner 
of Public Works 



To Tlie Haiwrable City Council : 

Gentlemen : — In accordance witli the pi'ovisiojis of the City 
Ghai'ter, I submit herewith the 12th annml report oi the Com- 
missioner of Pnhlic Works; for the year ending December 31, 
1920 : 

The most important work unrtertakea dming the past year 
was the paving oi, and the recoustrtiction of sewers in West 
street, from Pine street to Wales street, and Wales street from 
West street to Strongs avenue. Bids were received March 22, 
1020, ironi the Portland Construction Co., Inc., of Portland, 
Maine, and from Linberg and Street, of Boston, Mass. Pa-ices 
wei'e asked on vitrified bi-ick on a concrete foundation, sheet 
asphalt on a concrete foundation, and reiuforeed concrete pa\'e- 
ments. Tlie prices for brick and asphalt were such that after 
careful consideration it was felt that the reinforced couo'ete 
was the most economical. Prices were also asked for monolithic 
concrete, reinforced concrete ]jipe, and segment bloclt sewers, 
Segjnent block was chosen, not only because it was the eheape.st 
but also on account of the rapidity with which it could be con- 
structed. 

On Apr-il 7, 1920. the contract was therefore awai'dcrl to 
Linbcrg and Street, whose bid was the lower, the gross amount 
,of the cojrtrant based on the appro.ximjito quantities being 
$77,544.35, of which about $27,000 was for sewers. 

The Contractors immediately ordered the sewer pipe and 
received assurances that it would be shipped at once. Hopes of 
receiving the pipe were entei-taiucd until the latter part of June, 
when we were advised by the manufacturers that they saw no 
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prospects of obtaining ears. It was then decided to construct 
monoHthio concrete sewers, which, although much slower, would 
allow the work to proceed. 

Space does not permit of telling in detail of the obstacles 
encountered dui-ing the progress of the work. Labor conditions, 
together with unforeseen difficulties in the sewer, combined to 
prevent the completion of the pavement until the coming spi-ing. 
Practically all the underground work has been completed and 
there remains only the pavement on West street from Merchants 
Jlo^y 1-0 Wales street and sevciitv- fect of pavejnent on WiUts 
street near Strongs avenue yet to be eonstmeted, which will 
take about three weeks to do. 

The routine work of the street depai-tment was of course 
affected by general oonditions. As the funds have increased but 
very little, the work accomplished has decreased materially due 
to the mounting cost of everything. Last winter the cost of 
snow removal also ate into our appropiiiaTion to quite an extent. 

In the sewer department, with the exception of the recon- 
struction of the Howe street sewer, the work was confined wholly 
to repairs t* sewers and building and rebuilding catch basins. 
The old eight inch pipe in Howe street was replaced with 15 inch 
vitrified and 21 inch concrete pipe. One new man-hole was built 
on this line. The pipe for this sewer arrived just about three 
niontlis after it had been ordered. 

The water depai-tment was handicapped to no small extent 
by the Labor shortage. The lowering of the main in Wales street 
together with the rene-vving of ser\ices in West and Wales .streets 
and the i-outine work of repairing leaks, etc., taxed the capacity 
of the department many times to keep from delaying the work 
of paving. The work of lowering the main in Wales street was 
particularly slow and tedious, being in ledge rock practically the 
whole distance. 

Besides the work above mentioned, a. six inch main was laid 
in Bellevue avenue, north of North street for a distance of about 
572 feet. 
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The department had hoped to improve the fire proteetion in 
Baxter and State streets and Cleveland aven\ie by enlarging the 
mains, hut had to let it go over until next spring. 

The engineering department has heea kept busy giving lines 
and grades for sewers, curbing and pavement, measuring com- 
pleted work and preparing monthly estimates for the work on 
West and Wales streets in addition to the regular work of this 
department. 

The tables given below show in further detail the work ac- 
complished by the various departments, together with ths cost.

Report of the Commissioner 
of Public Safety 



To fhe Eonorable City CouncU: 

Geutlemeii: — I herewith submit the auuual report of the 
Police and Fire Departmenta for the year li>20. 

POLICE DBPABTMENT 

The Police Department consists of the Chief of Police, 
seven regnlai' patrolmen, one special doing regular duty and a 
number of special officers. The addition of one regular man has 
aided this department in caring for the ever increasing automo- 
bile traffic wliieh wias more congested tliis year, owing to the I'oad 
construction on two of our busiest streets. 

The Police Signal system which was installed a number of 
yeai's ago will have to be replaced by a modem system in the 
near future as it is inadequate and is a growing source of ex- 
pense owing to the frequent repairs needed. 

During the year there have been 129 arrests, 55 for intoxi- 
cation and 74 for all other offenses. Sixty-one people have been 
givai lodgings. 

The expense for the year is a.s follows:

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FIRE DEPARTMENT 

The Fire Department is made up of the Chief Engineer, the 
first assistant engineer, the second assistant engineer, seven reg- 
lUar firemen and fifteen call men. 

The chief engineer, first assistant and four firemen at Sta- 
tion No. 1. The second assistant engineer and three firemen at 
Station No. 2. 

The Department was called out 72 times during the year, 
45 telephone alarms, 23 hell alarms and 4 thennostat alarms. 

The fire loss for the year was $48,050, $29,150 of which was 
caused by one fira, the Grrirnm Eviiporator plant. 

In May o-vving to a strike of the firemen of Station No, 1 the 
department was reorganized, seven new men being engaged, and 
our small fire loss reflects credit on the efficiency of the present 
department. 

I would recommend the addition to the permanent force of 
one man for duty at Station No, 1, aud would suggest that if 
this is done the number of call men he reduced. 

At least two additional alarm boxes should be installed, one 
near the Dana School on East street and one near St. Peters on 
Meadow street.

Report of City Attorney 



To the HoHoraMe City Council: 
Gentlejneii ; 

I hQg leave to submit herewith my report as City Attorney 
for the year ending December 31st, 1920. Dm-ing the year it 
has been my pleasure and. privilege to advise and assist various 
committees appoduted by your Board and to give legal advice 
to t he various Officials of the City. 

I have also, in behalf of the City, instituted several suits 
for eolleetioii of taxes at the request of the City Constable. 

During the past year, two suits in wMch the City of Rut- 
land was the defendant, namely, Turner vs. City of Rutland 
and B. Hyland and Turner vs. Whittier, have been dis<jon- 
tiuued without cost oi' damage to the City. The City Attorney 
was also called upon to defend one other suit, Nichols & Baniey 
vs. City of Rutland, which was retiimable before the Rutland 
Coimty Court and settled withont trial. 

The eondemuation proceedings brought a^gainat the Ver- 
mont Hydro-Electric Corpomtion and H, E. Dyer for the pur- 
poses of aequirinif certain water rights and privileges on the 
north branch of Cold River resulted in the acquiring by the 
City of the desired rights for a reasonable price. 

The City Attorney has at various times appeared before 
the Public Ser^-ice Commission of Vermont in matters in which 
the City was interested. 

Dni'ing the monthi of December of this year the City Coun- 
cil, feeling that the rates charged and sei-vic* rendered by the 
Rutland Railway. Light & Power Company to the City of Rut- 
land and its inhabitants were unfair and unjust, authorized the 
City Attorney, together vnih the Board of Finance, to take 
steps to investigate the electric and gas situation. This Com- 
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jiiittee has liugaged eompotent technical assistance and is now 
in the course of an investigation. 

Your Honorable Board authoiized the City Attorney a few 
months past to compile and revise the City Ordinances, some of 
which were obsolete and non-operative. I have spent a great 
deal of time in conferences with City Officials and your Board 
and in considering the law in this work, which will be com- 
pleted in the very nciar future. 

Throndi the efforts of the Overseei* of the Poor and the 
City Attorney, several insane paupers have been removed to 
the Brattleboro Retreat for trealment.

Report of Overseer of Poor 



To the Honorable City Council: 

I respectfully submit my report as Ovei-seer o£ Poor for 
the year ending December 31st, 1920. 

The cost of maintaining this depai'tment shows an increase 
over the preceding year, due chiefly to contagions diseases, the 
iiiilux of indigent people, and the high cost of living. 

While the cost of contagious diseases is, by law, chargeable 
to the general fund and is paid from said fund by other cities 
and towTis in thjis state, this item alone has cost this department 
$936.83. 

With every available tenement in the city occupied duiing 
the year, it is biit natural to expect some indigent people, and 
ft'oni my obsei*vations based upon the couditiojis existing in 
this department, we have more of this element than ever before 
in the history of this city. 

The same care has been exercised by me as in previous years. 
Every case brought to my attention has been properly cared for.

show, that the cash bl w' n 'ht T ''"-^ 
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due, amounted to $5,886.36, and tliat the indubteduess on the 
same date amounted to $650,76, leaving an excetis of ns^ats ovei" 
liabilities of $5,235.60. The increased receipts were derived 
almost wholly from the increase in the city appropriation au- 
thorized by the votei's at their last annual meeting. This in- 
C]'ease, as w^as indicated iji the warning at the annual meeting, 
was designed chiefly to increase salaries, to meet the high cost 
of living and the liigher cost of supplies and repaii's. In ac- 
cordance with the expressed wish of the voters, the School Board 
increased the salaiy oi each member of the teaching force prac- 
tically $300.00, and voted a corresponding increase to the jani- 
tors. The total paid for salaries during the past year was 
$24,646.70 in excess of the salaries paid the preceding year, 
wliich explains largely the excess of cspenditm-es in 1920 over 
those of 1919. 

FINANCES FOR 1921 

The salaries paid by the School Board piior to increases 
gi'aated last year were exceptionally low and out of proportion 
to tlie salaries paid in other lines of service, and to the high 
cost of living. The salaries at present are not in excess of. tliose 
paid for similar ser\ice in Vermont and are decidedly lo%ver 
than those paid in our adjoining states. To meet the increased 
expenditiires last year the Board reduced its unexpended bal- 
ance in the treasuiy some $1,600.00 and its other net assets 
3^2,000.00. In other words, the current school expenditures for 
1920 exceeded its cuiTent receipts by more than $3,600.00. On 
accoimt of this deficjit and the additional cost when the increases 
in salaries already granted are fnlly effective, together with 
other added expenses already authorized, the Board wiU not be 
able to conduct the schools durinjsr the present fiscal year without 
a stiU fui'ther advance in the school i-eeeipts. In addition to 
the above, the cost of fuel has greatly advanced since purchases 
were made early last spring, and the probable cost of fuel and 
light for 1 921 will be considerably in excess of the amomit paid 
last year. Again, the repairs on school buildings for several 
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years have been much below normal aJtliougli the amomt so 
expended, due to the high cost of such i-epairs, wonld not indi- 
cate this. The school plant has been allowed for several years 
to deteriorate, and this deterioration shoidd be checked and 
remedied at once — land this correction M?iU involve a much larger 
expenditure on repairs for the present fiscal year than for sev- 
eral years past, Tlie tax rate for schools in Rutland for several 
years has been considerably lower than that in the larger to^^Tis 
of Vermont, as the following table will indicate, and it is very 
evident to the School Board that if the scbbols in this city are 
to be kept to a high standaixl of efficiency and the school plant 
be not allowed to deteriorate further, the tax rate for schools 
in tliis city for the present year raust be further increased.

CITY CHARTER 

Section 200 of the City Charter limits the power of the 
Board of Aldennen to appropriate for the support of schools 
in excess of fifty cents on the dollar of the Grand List of the 
eity unless authorised by the votera of the city to appropiiate 
a larger amount. Tliis provision of the Charter has not been 
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changed since Rutland became a city. For the past four years 
the School Board has been obliged to ask the voters to authoiize 
R higher tax rate for the schools, which has been granted. The 
School Board is now convinced that it will be Impossible to 
properly conduct the schools in this city on the school tax rate 
Oftabbshed in the City Chai-ter nearly thirty years ago, and has 
asked, with the unanimous approval of the Board of Aldermen, 
that this Seetiion of the Charter be amended by raising the 
maximum, tax iiate for schools from fifty cents to eighty-five 
cents. This change would not mean that the school tax rate 
must be raised to eighty-five cents, but authorizes the Board of 
Aldermen to appropriate for the school.'^ up to that limit with- 
out asMng the voters annually to authorize such increase. 

ENLARGEMENT OF SCHOOL PLANT 

Som.e three years ago the school Board closed two of its 
smaller school buildings and aasigiied the scholars to other 
schools. These bnildijigs wej-e greatly out of repair and on 
account of the small enrollmenl, the per capita cf>st per pupil 
was excessive. This consolidation, effected more easily by the 
fact that the school eni'ollment during the war period decreased, 
resulted m temporarily keeping down school expenses. Witli 
the approach of noi-mal economic conditions the school enroll- 
ment iias steadily increased, and the schools in certain sections 
of the city are becoming congested. This congestion, without 
doubt, will become more marked during the present year and 
■will demand the early consideration of the patrons of the schools 
and the taxpayei's of the city. 

Again, the trend of public education is changing. Scholars 
remain in school longer and a larger number enter high school 
and prepare for higher institutions of learning. The attendance 
in our High School has more than doubled dni'ing the last one 
and one-half decades. Junior High, Schools have been instituted 
in forty-^x cities and towns in Vermont and the matter of 
establishing a Junior High in Rutland has been discussed by 
various Rutland School Boards without any satisfactory con- 
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dusiou being readied as to the advisability of adopting this 
system in Rutland. In auy event, the sehool plant in not ade- 
quate to properly meet om- present needs and the new conditions 
that confront us. The satisfactory solution wiU reqnirei the 
expe]itlituro of a considerable siin^ of ni,one.v and must have the 
support of patrons and eitizens alike, I, therefore, recommend 
that a joint committee be appointed in the neai' future, repre- 
senting the interests of the School Board and the Board of Al- 
dermen, to investigate the whole subject of enlarging and im- 
j) roving the school plant, and to make its i*eeommendations to 
the voters of the City. 

M'ANUAL TRAINING 

From the many requests I have received from parents, 
pupils and teachei-s, I strongly I'ecoimnend the re-establisliing 
of the teaching of manual ti'aining for boys in the gi'ades. 
Equipment already on hand, with some outlay of money, could 
easily be put in condition so that tliis popular course could be 
properly conducted. 

THE TEACHING FORCE 

I wish to take tlijis oppoi'tunity to express my o^vn appre- 
ciation, and that of the Board of School Commissioners, of the 
iaithful ai\d efficient services of the entire teaching force. I 
have always found our teachers receptive to suggestions and 
advice as to anything conducive to the bcttennent of their pro- 
fession. An innovation this year in the establishment of de- 
pailmental work in thi-ee of the principal bnilduigs proved that 
the teachers were ready and competent to make an educational 
success of this experiment. 

I believe it has been noticeably evident this year that the 
teachers throughoiit the city have been zealous in their efforts 
toiva,rd the raoilal, as well as the educational uplift of their indi- 
■vidual classes. 
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PHYSICAL WELFAJIB 
The physical welfare of the pupils has been splendidly looked 
after bv the school physidan, Dr. Ray E. Smith, and by the 
Rntiand R.ed Cross, through its representative mn-y A 

Devlin, whose untiring effloH:s in co-operaUon with the teachers 
).n-e made her an indispensable adjunct of the sdiool pors^nuu^l. 
The value of her service anid its results eaimot be too lughly 
commended. 

CONCLUSION 

I wi^h at this time to express to the members of the Seliool 
Board my appreciation of the courtesy and aa^istance accorded 
„,e while presiding over their ddiberations, and to the citizens 
generally for their Uberal support of the pubUe sehods durmg 
the past year.

Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 



2'o tJte Board of ScJiool Commissioners and Ciiy Council of the 
City of Huiland: 

In aceordance with the reflations of yom- honorable hoard, 
and the requirements of the city chai'ter, I heiewith present my 
fifteenth annual report of the schools of this city. 

The statistical tables and other data formerly published as 
a basis; of comparison, also the reports of the Principal of the 
High School and of the heads of the special departments, have 
l>een prepared as usniil hut by special direction of the Board 
will not be published in the city reports. These reports will be 
printed in full as mual in the local dailies, the careful reading 
of which we commend to the patrons of the schools and the 
vfiters of the city. 

The school envollment, membership and attendance for the 
natural school year ending June 30, 1920, varied but little from 
similar data oorei-ing a period of several years, and ^^'ould indi- 
cate that the school population of the city had remained nearly 
stationai-y for a considerable period of time. It is evident that 
during the past year there has been a steady gron-th in the 
school population of the city but this inci-ease has to a large 
extent been absorbed by private schools and by a larger nninhor 
of children who on account of the high cost of liiang and the 
large wages paid have withdra^\n from the schools to enter 
other lines of work. The percentage of attendance to meni- 
hership since the opening of the present school year has been 
exceptionally high, being excelled in few, if any, important 
towns in the state. This high percent has been effected by the 
absence of serious epidemics, by the watchful attention of the 
school health officials and by the services of a very efficient 
Traant Officer. 
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FINANCES 

The Preiiideut oi the Boai-d of School Commiasioiiors has 
cdvcrud very tuUy the fiiumces of the schools £or the past fiscal 
year. The stihool receipts and expenditures wei-e in excess of 
those of any previous year dae ahnost wholly to tlie inci-ease 
in salaries and the higher cost of fuel and siipplies. Prom his 
report you will see tLat the curreJit school receipts were not 
equal to the eni'reut expeuditui'es last je&r, since the unexpend- 
ed cash balance and othei' net assets to the credit of the schjool 
department were decreased nearly $4,000. The full effect of 
increases in salaries and additional expenses authorized by the 
Board were not fully effective in 1920, wMeh together witli in- 
ei'eased cost of fuel and the necessary repairs on school buildings 
laust necessarily call fw a considerably larger expenditure for 
the schools in 1921 than during the past year. The school boaid 
has no means of meeting these increased expenses vrithoitt a 
larger eity appropriation for the schools. The school tax in 
Eutland for 'iseveral years has been lower than in any other 
important town, or eity in the state and if the increase in tlie 
scliool appropriation a.sked for by the board is granted the school 
tax will still be low as compared with that in similar tow^is and 
cities of Vermont and of New England. 

■ENL^VE.GEirENT OF THE SCHOOL PLANT 

In my report of last year I called attention to the advisa- 
bility of establishing a Junior High School and eliminating 
from our sy.stem the ninth gi-ade. I also called attention to the 
fact that our TTigli School buildintr %vas taxed to its capacity, 
AVliile these matters have been considei'ed te some extent by the 
School Board no definite action has been taken and the conditions 
that existed one year ago have not materially changed. Jn giv- 
ing np the Cili'tun Avenue and the School Street schools and 
assigning the pupils in those buildings to other schools every 
class room in the city with one exception was occupied prae- 
tioally to its capacity. The policy of rliscontinuing schools in 
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those twiQ bmldiugs teinporarily kept down expenditures, thus 
saving the city several thousand dollar's each yeai\ Another 
iiiiportant reason foi- closing those two buildings was the fact 
tliat both were greatly out of repair and the State Board of 
Health wns urgiu<i the school officials to make repaii-s or 
disc<mtinue those scIkjoIs. The repairs called for woidd aggre- 
gate several tiLonsand dollars and the fact that the eity 
realized only $625 from the sale of the School Street building 
iucludhig its heating plant clearly showed the miivisdom of 
attempting to spend a large amoiuit of money for repairs on 
such a structm-e. 

Pressure was brought upon the board by local and state 
health officials to vacate the school room on the third floor of 
the Kingsley Building on the ground tliat tins room was jiot 
properly ventilated and lighted and that the fire risk was gr-eat. 
The school boai*d hag yielded to this pressure and has recently 
vacated that room and assigned the pupils to other schools. An 
ungraded school was opened in the one remaining unoccupied 
school room in the eity so that at present eveiy regidai' school 
iTiom is 'Occupied and most of these rooms to capacity. 

The problem of establishing a Junior High School and I'e- 
Ixeving the croM'ded condition in the High School remains un- 
solved. It appears veiy evident that with the return of normal 
economic conditions Rvttland wiU materially increase in popu- 
lation, which will demand additional school accommodations. I. 
therefore, most heartily commend the sriggestion of the Presi- 
dent of I he School Board that a joint committee be appointed in 
the near future to con.sider this whole matter of eidarging and 
unproving the school plant. In my opinion a committee repre- 
senting the interests of the School Board, the Board of Aldermen 
and ioUier imjportant organizations of the city interested in 
civic improvement, eould study th.m whole matter of school ac- 
commodations from an mibiased standpoint and make a report 
to the voters of this city that would hiive weight and carry con- 
•vietion and result in secm^ing the relief neded. This problem 
aught mot to he delayed longer as it is e\'ident that additional 
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iBchools in this city must be opened soon and sutli accoiiunoda- 
tions cannot lie furnished in oni- present buildings. 

DEPARTJIENTAL WORK 

Tlie ninth yrade was incorporated into the eleineiitar}' sijhool 
system some forty years ago for the purpose of better prtspiaring 
children in the gra<lcs for the high sehool and at the same time to 
enabje tlie high school pupil to do work equal to that done in 
the old-style academy and private school. The neeefsfrity for tije 
ninth grade passed years ago and we now find that grade en- 
tirely absent in the best school systems ivest of the Hudsoa 
Eivei' iuitl with very few exceptions in JVew Jingland. It has 
been found that the vTOrk in this grade is so largely a review 
tiiat the child loses interest and in a mcasiire is marking time 
to complete the grammar course. At the same time the woi'k 
has so greatly improved by the lengthening of the school year 
and by a more efficient teacliing foi'ee that the Ixigh school grad- 
uates are now able to do work that corresponds to that done in 
the best private scliools and academies; in fact tlie scholarship 
of the liigh school graduate now receives a higher rating in 
some colleges than that of scholars prepared in private schools. 
I'he School Board has indicated its purpa^e of eliminating the 
ninth grade in om* system after the present sehoiol year. To aid 
in carrying out this purpose the course of study has been some- 
what modified in all of the grammar grades and in three of the 
larger school buildings departmental work has been established. 
This has enabled tJie teacher.? in these schools to concentrate 
tlieir time and energy tipon the particrfar subject tliat they are 
best adapted to teach and at the same time tX) give that intensive 
instruction which makes the ix'ork of the school mnch more effi- 
cient. This plan appears to be workincr satisfactorily and is 
spt'Ui-ing most favorable results in our system, 

TEACHING FORCE 

Thirteen vaeancies in the teaching force, seven, in the High 
Schi>ol and six in the grades, have occurred during the past 
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jiscal year. Two teachers resigned to be married, seven to accept 
teaeliing positions elsewhere, three to take up other lines of 
work and one on account of Ulness. Several otlier vacancies 
would have occurred had not salary adjustments been made. 
The niunber of changes, unusually large, involved much atten- 
tion and considerable expense and tends to show that teachers 
are not desirous of retaining their positions imless salaries are 
eommensvu'ate with those paid ekcwhere and in other lines of 
work. The state conducted a Summer School for teachei-s in 
this city dui-ing the smnmer vacation. Nearly all the grade 
teachers of the city attended. Teachers unable to secure iustruc- 
tion in courses which they most, desired were allowed, with the 
approval of the Board, to receive the cost of tuition and travel- 
ing expenses in attending summer schools outside of the city. 

One teacher seriously ill was granted a pension of $25 per 
month in accordance with vote of the citizens at their last an- 
nual mectuig. This is the first instance of a public school teach- 
er receiving a pension granted by the voters of a town or eitj- 
in this state. "We are glad to note that this teacher has I'ecovei'ed 
her health and no longer needs a pension. Fortj^-foui' of our 
teachers are now members of the Vermont Teachers' Retii'cment 
Association. 

HEALTH INSPECTION 

For several years the citizens have given their approval, by 
increased majorities, to Medical Inspection in tlie schools, A 
law recently passed continues Medical Inspection in tovnis which 
have so voted until th.e towai votes otherwise. Health inspection 
. Cif the children was never so effective as at present and this 
inspection extends to private as well as public schools. A school 
nurae is now employed for the full calendar year to assist the 
Medical Inspector and to follow up cases needing raedieal atten- 
tion. The local branch of the R«d Cross is endeavoring to supply 
milk to all school children wishing it, making special provision 
that children imable to pay shall receive the milk T\ithont charge. 
More than 1700 quarts of milk were distributed in the schools 
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last month. A marked improveraent in the kealtli of maiij' 
Luidernouiished eMldren is apparent. I wish to eonimeud in, 
liighest terms Uie woric that our Medical Inspector, School 
Nurse and the loeal branch of the Red Cross are doing in our 
schools. 

HIGH SCHOOL 

The High School has had a prosperons year under an ex- 
ceptionally strong prindpal and teaching force. The enrollment, 
w well the nmnber of tnitiou pupils, the amount of tuition 
collected and the nnraber of different tomis patroniKuiw the 
schiool are all the largest in its history. The Piiitcipal has made 
to me an able report of the work done, whdch as far as space 
■\fill allow I incorporate into this report, as follows: 

"After nearly five years of ser\dce in the school it is per- 
haps not out of place for me to bring to your attention some 
of the things that ha%'e been done dm"ing that period: 

1. The most important development in the school has hecn 
in the line of democracy. Five yeais ago the lines of social 
cleavage ap eared veiy cJosely cb'avm, and the line between classi- 
cal and commercial depai'tments much more sc. After a good 
deal of struggle, moio difficult because it could not he brought 
to public attention, we have practically eluninated this condi- 
tion. I do not believe any student in school at the present time 
can truthfiTlly say that he is discriminated against or made to 
feel inferiority. 

2. The Commercial Department has been entirely over- 
hauled. We are now doing in the laet two years oi the course 
all of the eommereiial work that formerly took the most of the 
time of fom- years. The course in not cluttered with those 
students who are hopelessly incompetent, and students who real- 
ly have ability and interest are not held back in their work hy 
a, large numher of such students. * * * 

3. We have made considerable progresis in Music. We 
now have a rather largo number of students taking JIusic under 
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approved teachers, foUo^ring in general the suggestions of the 
pourse we have adopted, and taking examinations each Spring. 
These students are leceivnig credit for tliis worlt as for their 
\work done in school. It is now possible for a student to receive 
about one-foui'th of the total credits required for graduation 
ir. the subject of Mugic, Our orchestra has been well sufl.tained 
and creditable to the school. * * * 

4. Our College Preparatory work has been on the whole 
well done. We now have our graduates hi twenty different col- 
legers. 1 ha\ e yet to hear of any student who has entered college 
on our certifleate and been unable to do coUege work. Several 
of the colleges are now I'equiring the entrance examinations of 
the College Entrance Examination Board. Qui' students, in 
common with those of most other schools, ai'e findhig it very 
difficult to meet the reqtiiremeuts of these institutions. Our 
very best students can do it. The colleges now on this basis 
say they wish only the veiy best students, so the arrangement 
is evidently working as they desire. A student who can main- 
tain a stiiaight gi-ade of A hi this school can usually meet the 
requirements of these colleges. 

5. We have been expei'imenting now for three yeai-s with 
the Industrial Conrse under the Smith-Hughes Act. In many 
ways this has been satisfactory and in some ways unsatisfactory. 
The class-room instruction has beeii of a veiy high type; so 
much so that several boys who have wished to change back to 
the regular course have been able to carry the advanced ^'^^ork 
in Mathematics, l-lnglish and Science v.ithout loss of time. * * * 
Because of the m'oncy eai'ned by the boys in these courses some 
have t'^en able to stay in school who would otherwise have been 
obliged to leave. The course has helped to improve the general 
attitude of the school toward work that is at least in part man- 
ual, and has given many students a more dignified estimate of 
the man who works with his hands. 

The employers of these boys have done thMr best to give 
them opportunities to learn a trade. But busmcsss conditions 
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have been sueh that in many eases it has not been possible to 
give the boys the various tj-pes ot work that are necessary to 
make a master workman. * * * In this type of work jxtst as soon 
as compensation while learning becomes more important to the 
hoy than learning the trade, he may well he di"opped fram 
tlie corn's e. * ♦ * 

6. The work in teacher training has developed steadily, 
and the increase in salaries has had a tendency rei'ently to at- 
tmct more girls intfl this line of work. We have at present 
twentj--two girls in training for rural school teacliing. 

7. The work in Domestic Science has been expanded until 
a girl can now get three full years of it five periods a week. In 
this department we are seriously handicapped hy a lafjk of room 
and the work is limited. This work cannot be much furthex* 
developed without more ample accommodations for it. 

8. We have introduced iu a small way physical training 
for all the students, This is proving of considerable value, Oui* 
athlieties offer development for a few students, but at least 
eighty per cent of the students do not engage in athletics. In 
eommiou M'ith most other schools we need to introduce a type of 
mass athletics, to include all the sttidents in school, and to sup - 
plement tliis with physical examinations. We are failing more 
seriously in health education and the physical development of 
our pnpds tlmn in any other vray. Wo need a gjonnasiiuii, a 
jilaygromid, and a fuli-time phj^gical instnictoi', entirely apart 
from our jnterscholastic atMetics. 

9. The work in Elocution, Reading and Dramatics has been 
well sustained and has invariably reflected credit on the school. 

10. For the past two years we have been securing closer 
co-ope]'ation with the homes, largely through the use of a part 
of one teacher's time in visitiug the iiomes, getting acquainted 
i\'ith the parents, attempting to learn tlie abilities and ambitions 
of the indents, and trying to secure more home study on the 
part of the students who are not doing their best. * * *

11. The percentage of failures in school has been materially 
reduced. In 1917 at the raid-year markings this percentage 
was 19.8. This year it was approxiniately 12.2. The number 
of failures is stUl too large and seems to be growing at present. 
There ai-e several reasons for this ; 

(a) Since the discontinuance of the free tuition examina- 
tions by the sta-tc, some schooltj have not been careful in theii' 
promotion into higli school. 

(b) War wages and the cinploymcnt of studeiits of high 
school age have given so much money for pleasure that much 
tiure which should be put into school work is required to spend 
ibis money, 

(e) It has not been the policy of the school to drop stu- 
dents who have not sufficient alnlity to do woi'k of secondary 
grade. Vte now hiive students who have been in school three 
or four years and I'atc in the standard mental tests with the 
average of students in the sixth grade. * * * 

(d) Our salary schedule has led to frequent changes of 
teachei^i, and new teacher's alM^ays mean an increased failure list. 

(e) Under the present orf^ani^ation of the grammar grades 
it is pi'etty difficult to learn the general trend of a child's abili- 
ties. Hence the first year sees many misfits in studies and too 
much failure and discouragement. * * ^ 

RE COIVEMEND ATIOKS 

From the foregoing statements of progress aiij^ conditions, 
it is possible to infer what is necessary to make a better higk 
school, I will enlarge upon only two. 

1. Need for more manual work iu the lower classes. 

We have ma,ny students in the lower classes who are totally 
ratable to devote themselves for a whole day to intellectuial 
work. Some of these would profit through the training of the 
muscles and tlu'ongh the learning of such things as may be 
taught in a higli-grade course in Manua.1 Training. Nearly all 
of them would do better work in the academic subjects if a part 
of their day could be devoted to physical work. There would 
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also be a eei'taiu pre-Yocational to tliu work, for type 

of student needs to try various things hiitore finding the thin-^ 
-he can do best. ° 

2. I can see no prospect of any great advancement in the 
high school vork in Kutlajid without additional facilities. * * * 
The high school is growing slowly .all the time, and the elimuia- 
tion of the ninth grade ■will have a tendency to bring inio hi-^h 
school mmy sftudents who now do not ent^r because they are 
in grammar sr-hool one year longer than they should he] and 
ai'rive at the age when they feel they rannot afford the tim'e for 
a high school course. Thirty-four graduates of last year's gram- 
mar school gradiMtiog class did not enter this school. * 

The only rea.^onab]e solution I can sec for our building 
problem is to be fomid in the erection of a junior liigh school 
building near enough to the present high school so that the 
schools could UKe in eojumon the Domestic Science i-ooms. Man- 
ual Training equipniejit. Printing equipment and gymnasium 
which the new building should contain, and the jixnior high 
sfhool could perhaps use our assembly hall and laboratories. 
Such a school, properly erected and organized, shoidd do at 
loast tlifi following thijigs; 

(a) Make it possible to maintain only threw yeara of irark 
in the present building, giving more ample room for class work 
and study. 

(h) Relieve the congestion in tlie gi-ades bj-- removing the 
grammar school pupils to the junior high school, making un- 
necessary the constriietion of more ward biuldings. 

(e) Make uniform the work of all pupils above the sixth 
O]' seventh grade, and give aU those students an equal oppor- 
tunity. 

(d) Make possible the introduction of 7:)oraestic Science 
and Manual Training as full-time subjects in those grades where 
they are most needed. * * ^ 

(e) Ascertain and test the abilities and aptitudes of stu- 
dents before they I'each the high school proper, and place them 
iiL the kinds of eour.'^Gs they can do beEtt * • • 
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(f) Allow us to develop and improve oui' work in health 
education, home maldng, manual arts, English and Science. 

(g) Pi-ovide opportunity for the evening school work 
which mauy states are already making compulsory for students 
who leave the regular schools before tlie age of eighteen. 

AU of the above things are nearly at a standstill and must 
have more room and equipment before the youth of tlie city can 
get what they are entitled to receive. ' ' 

EDUCATION FOR CITIZENSHIP 

The National Education Association of the United States 
at its last annual convention adopted the following resolution: 

"We mjaintain that education for the respojisibilities of 
citi^ienship is an increasingly pressing obligation on tlie 
schools at this critical pci'iod of national and world afi-'nirs 
and to that end education for citizenship niuwt fill a large 
space in school pragrams from the IdnLlergarten to the grad- 
uate courses of the univtrsitieSj and this education must 
provide for practiee along with instruction, so that there 
may he training in habits, ideals, and attitude ol' sen ice for 
the comirion weal of eonmiunity and nation." 

Public education is one of the vital forces in our national 
life ; it is a function of the state, and public school funds shorUd 
be expeJided for the greatest good of aU the cliildrcn of tlie state 
without regard to age, race or creed. We are coming rapidly 
to the recognition of our obligation of de^'elopuig to the utter- 
iDost and along the most beneficial lines this tremendous powe]'. 
The time has passed when the obligations of a city or state can 
be considered fully discharged if its school funds are exiaended 
simply in teaching the subjects required by law and oidy the 
children within the compulsory school age. If this conception 
of Education is right, we may ask what is Rutland doing wMi 
its annual school fund of $100,000 to educate and train for citi- 
zenship those among ua unfamiliiar vntln. our language and ideals ; 
what is she doing to assist those who on account of adverse cir- 
cumstances, were forced to leave school at the close of the com-

land training to more fully meet the demand of citizenship and 
society V The time has come in my opinio:! when this city 
llirongh its schools shoukl ofi'er greater encoui'agement and as- 
sistance to aU tliese classes of people. I shall welcome the time 
when our state hy law v.iJ] juake it not ouly possible, but nian- 
datorj', for every school department to provide for the further 
education of such persons. 

BECOaOIENDATIONS 
I recommend the following : 

1. That the Mayf)r appoint at an early date a joint commit- 
tee, representing the interests of the BeWool Board, the Board of 
Aldemen ajid of other local orgianizaticvns iiiteresf ed in m'ic im- 
provcaiient to make a survey of the school buildings of Rutland 
and to make its report to the citizens of the city. 

2. That immediate steps he taken to relieve the congested 
condition in the High School and to make possible the establish- 
ment of a Junior High School. 

3. Thiat at the close of the present school year the ninth 
grade be eliminated from our system and that a tmnior High 
School bo established ; if that be not po.ssaible, that all tlie grani- 
mai' grades of the city be consolidated in the Longfellow Build- 
liig and departmental instruction be continued. 

4. That the ungraded school for backward pupils be con- 
tijuied and that "Domestic Science, including cookery, be taught 
in that clas.s and in the grammar grades. 

5. That Manual Training be reestablished in the grammar 
grades and that the Industrial Course in the High school be con- 
tinued provided the itijanufactui'ing interests of the city mil en- 
courage the course. 
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6. That Americanization and Citizenship receive greater 
attention in the school program from the kindergaiten grade 
through High School course. 

CONCLUSION 

In closing this report I wish again to make hearty acknow- 
ledgment of the unfailing courtesy, good wiU and assistance so 
generously extended to me during the past year by all ■with 
"whom I have been as.soeiated.
